The column moving towards 
Antananarivo has apparently been 
delayed more by road blocks than by 
French opposition—described in the 
communiqué as “‘little’’—and by 
Tuesday was approaching Andriba, 
Jess than 100 miles north of the 
capital. :

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE

‘This morning, at 10 o'clock, I 
addressed to the British General 
Commanding the following communi- 
cation:—At a moment when your 
troops, despite our resistance at 
Diego Suarez and since,. are con- 
fronted. by the advance defences of 
the capital, where our soldiers and 
Jeaders are ready for thé supreme 
macrifice, Í hold it my duty to ad- 
dress to you a request, before the 
final battle starts, to find means by 
which we can cease fighting with 
honour. I, therefore, ask you to 
receive the plenipotentiaries whom I 
propose to delegate, and to name the 
day, hour and place where their 
aeroplane may land.

SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 
MOSCOW; Wednesday—To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué states :—‘‘ Dur- 
ing September 16 our forces engaged 
the enemy in fierce fighting on the 
north-western outskirts of Stalingrad 
and in the area of Mozdok. On Sep- 
tember 15 Soviet air units destroyed 
or damaged ten German tanks and 
armoured cars, about 70 lorries with 
troops and war material and. 20 
trucks with ammunition, silenced 13 
field and A.A. batteries, and dis- 
persed and partly annihilated about 
five companies of enemy infantry.”’ 
The supplement. states that heavy 
engagements were fought by Soviet 
troops on the north-western outskirts 
of Stalingrad, and in one sector a 
regiment of Rumanian infantry was 
routed. In another sector about a 
battalion of German infantry was 
wiped out. In the Mozdok area 
Soviet troops delivered counter-blows 
against German forces on the 
southern bank of the river, and cap- 
tured inhabited points of considerable 
tactical importance. In the Sinya- 
vino area (Leningrad front) Soviet 
troops, overcoming enemy resistance, 
captured fortified points.

A British Admiralty report last

“ The Board of Admiralty regrets 
to announce the loss of H‘M.S. Sikh 
(Captain St. J. A. Micklethwaite, 
D.S.0., R.N.) and H.M.8.

Tobruk. The majority of the officers 
and men of H,M.S. Zulu have been 
saved. H.M.S. Sikh was in close 
proximity to Tobruk-at the time she 
was sunk, and it is hoped that many 
survivors have reached the land 
safely. The next-of-kin will be in- 
formed as soon as information is re-

TILLAGE IN 1943. 


ARABLE LAND 


De fod er yoy of the arable 
land of the State on farms 
comprising five or more acres will 
have to be put un ler tillage next 
year, and, should the’ emergency 
continue, Irish farmers will be 
compelled in 1944 to cultivate not 
less than-one-third of the arable 
land on each holding. 

A new Order relating to compul- 
sory tillage in 1943 which ‘will be 
made by the Government. si.ortly 
will have the effect of considsrably 
increasing the tillage area next vear 
by reducing the level of holdings to 
which it will apply from 10 acres to 
five. 

Prices for the 1943 harvest will be 
unchanged, with the best wheat at 
5Js per barrel; bariey at 35s.; and 
te w from 21s. to 25s. 8d. per 
arrel. 


MINISTER’S POWERS 


Under the new Order an occupjer 
of a holding may be required by the 
Minister for. Agriculture to carry 
out his tillage quota on a specified 
position of his holding, and he may 
further be required to sow in wheat 
the whole or any specified pro- 
portion of his tillage quota on a 
specified portion of his holding. 

The Minister also has under con- 
‘sideration the taking of powers 
which would enable him, immedia- 
tely after the making of the. Order, 
to enter on holdings not cultivated 
last season and on those farms of 
which possession was taken during 
1942, where early action is necessary 
to obtain? proper cultivation. Should 
it become necessary to compel 
cultivation of one-third of the arable 
land on every holding in 1944, first 
crop grass will be regarded as com- 
pliance with the Order to the extent 
of not more than quarter of the 
quota, provided, that tillage crops 
other than grass are produced on 
the balance of the quota. 


FERTILISER PRICES 


A special price concession in the 
purchase of fertilisers to farmers 
who grow wheat next year is being 
given by the Minister. It has been 
decided, apart from any general land 
fertility. or improvement. scheme 
which may be in operation after the 
emergency, that farmers who grow 
wheat in 1943 will be given special 
delivery vouchers by licensed wheat 
dealers: and millers, to whom the 
sell their wheat “which will entitle 
them to a special price reduction in 
the cost. of fertilisers equivalent to 
2s. 6d. for every barrel of wheat 
delivered. The price reduction will 
not operate until after the emergency, 
when fertilisers again will be avail- 
able in quantity. : 


SEED TESTING

EW DELHI, Wednesday.—The

TO WIN THE WAR 


When the Legislative Assembly re- 
sumed the — ‘debate on the 
situation in India, ‘Opposition mem- 
bers indicated their desire to resist 
the Japanese, but claimed that to do 
so effectively the sympathy of the 
people gf India must be enlisted. 

While the disturbances were 
quoted by the Government as an 
argument for keeping the Congress 
seaders in detention, the Opposition 
presented them as a case for release 
and thus re-establishing confidence 
in the country. 

Mr. Zafarali, member of the 
Moslem League, said, in a fighting 
speech: ‘‘ Japan is hammering at 
our gates, and I would not be sur- 
prised if she bombed Calcutta when 
the rainy season is over. Axis troops 
are just on the other side in Egypt. 
India ean only be saved by our own 
efforts. ‘‘If Mr. Gandhi had been 
out of prison,’ he added, ‘‘ the dis- 
turbances would not have taken 
lace. They are not sporadic out- 
ursts, but a revolution all over 
India.”” He urged the British Go- 
vernment to take action to con- 
ciliate Indidn opinion. 

Mr. Joshie, representing Labour, 
declared: ‘‘ If the war is to be won 
1t must be won with the support of 
the people.”

FUEL AND LIGHT 


IN EIRE 
WINTER PROSPECTS 


'OUNTRY folk are likely to be 

much better off than city 

people during the coming winter, 
writes an Irish Times reporter. 

Whether or. not war-time con- 
ditions will eventually have the effect 
of restricting the flight .from the 
land, it is virtually certain that the 
rual areas, with, in most parts, an 
abundance of fuel for the gathering, 
a gallon of paraffin in each household 
every month, and a fairly steady, if 
slow, supply of candles to~ supple- 
ment the kerosene, will be much 
more comfortable than the towns and 
cities. 

Even in the provincial towns the 
standard of comfort will be higher 
than that obtaining in Dublin, turf 
and timber being more accessible, 
while gas can be used more exten- 
sively, because in the smaller gas 
undertakings in the provinces resort 
can be had to timber and turf and 
breeze to replace coal. 


DUBLIN CITY 


In 40,000 Dublin households there 
will be gnashing of teeth, if not 
weeping and wailing over the short- 
comings of gas and the scarcity of 
fuel. There is no prospect of ah 


‘| improvement in the gas-hours in the 


city, but there is every danger of a 
deterioration in the position, which 
will demand greater pace in the race 
to “catch the gas.” 

It now is virtually certain that 
supplies of coal for domestic pur- 
poses will not be available during 
the winter, and the citizens will hav 
to manage as best they can on turf 
and logs, which are likely to be in 
good supply. In hundreds of in- 
stances where householders relied 
‘upon gas for heating, they have in- 
stalled grates. All current coal sup- 
plies are being diverted to the reeds 
of industry and the railways, which 
now are supplementing their manv- 
facture of briquettes .by additional 
supplies from city firms. , It was 
thought that supplies of these would 
be available for domestic consump- 
tion, but it is evident that the Great 
Southern Railways will absorb the 
full production of them. 


US. PRESS ATTACHE 


MR. R. WATTS FOR DUBLIN 


One of America’s leading dramatic 
critics, Richard Watts,-of the New 
York Herald Tribune, arrived in 
Dublin yesterday to take up work 
as Press Attaché of the United 
States Legation. On his father’s 
side, he is a grandson of a couple 
who left County Cork at the time 
of the famine and afterwards 
settled in West Virginia. At 
Columbia University, where he 
wrote the drama column for the 
University paper, he was very much 
interested in the Irish 
movement. He graduated to his job 
as dramatic critic ot the Herald 
Tribune through a similar post on 
the Brooklyn. Fined, and a 12-year 
period as film critic of the 7’ribune. 

Though generally the New York 
critics have been very warm friends 
of the ‘Abbey Theatre on its 
American tours, Mr. Watts has dis- 
tinguished himself by his, sympa- 
thetic appreciation of its work. 
Typical of his comments was one 
he wrote during the Abbey 1938 
American tour, when he described 

J. McCormick as having no 
superior as a character actor in the 
English-speaking theatre in any 
¢eountry. So well known is his 
enthusiasm for the Irish theatre 
that, George Jean Nathan referred 
to it in a recent piece oí gentle 
satire on his brother critics, under 
some, such title as “How to Get 
Favourable Notices from the Ne 
York Critics.” i 

The play writing recipe which 
according to Nathan, is guaranteed 
to elicit a favourable notice from 
Mr. Watts, is 6ne which starts with 
a solid chunk of Irish dialogue. 


NOT A STRANGER 


This is not Mr. Watts’s first visit 
For some years past he 
has been in the privileged position 
of spending three or four months of 
every working ud in travelling the 
world and sending back to his paper 
pieces of literary interest. On thi 
missién he has turned up at ‘nter- 
vals in all the world’s capitals from 
Dublin to Nanking; he was in the 
Dutch Indies shortly before war 
broke out in the Far East:

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AVOCA’S 
WEALTH 
IN OCHRE

An Intsu Times Starr Reporter. 
NSTEAD of ‘‘ There is not in the 

wide world a valley so sweet,” 
the anthem of the Vale of Avoca, 
may soon be replaced by Ariel’s 
song, ‘‘Come ‘unto these yellow 
sands.” But “ yellow ” is a pale 
word for the rich warm orange of 
the ochre, the exploitation of 
which in a new way is an indus- 
trial development second in im- 
portance to the re-opening of the 
pyrites mines, described yesterday. 

This ochre, as it lies by the road- 
side, near -Avoca, seems very much 
the kind of stuff that ‘ladies, all 
summer, have been buying at a shil- 
ling per small bottle and putting on 
their faces as sun-tan or on their 
legs as silk stockings. But its most 
important value is as 3 base for dis- 
.tempers and paints, and for use in 
colouring linoleum, cement, tiles, 
leather and wallpaper. 


FORMER EFFORTS 


Ochre mining in the Vale has had 
a chequered history. At two periods 


within the last fifty years ochre 
mills were enectad-—the latest. being 
about fifteen years ago. But, 


possibly, because the initial expendi- 
ture was too elaborate, or interna- 
tional competition too keen, these 
mills were closed down and are now 
ruins. <A few years ago mining of 
ochre began again by an- English 
company, and it has been “shipped 
in its cfude state from Arklow. The 
new development is an attempt by 
two young Irishmen to set the 
ochre-milling industry going again. 
One is Dr. Hugh MacNicholl, who, 
a few months ago, was going around 
the Coombe,-Dublin, with his doetor’s 
bag, but has given up his practice 
for the moment to look after this 
new industry. With him in the 
enterprise is his brother, John, an 
electrical engineer. He showed me 
over the complete ochre industrial 
process. I saw it up on the’ moun- 
tain side, where it appears as a 
muddy precipitate in streams running 
from old mine .workings. In these 
old shafts the iron in the rock has 
been turned into an oxide, which is 
ochre, and is washed down in 
streams. It passes into a series of 
dams, where the ochre is allowed to 
settle and the water to drain off. 
Then, in the shape of a rich ‘‘gooey”’ 
substance of orange hue, it is ochre 
in a crude form, but still, of course, 
containing a lot of moisture. It is 
in this form that the English firm 
exports it. 


THE OLD MILL 


- The new enterprise, however, takes 
it in cart-loads down fó what was, 
notil the MacNicholls took it over, a 
derelict woollen mill; not far above 
the Meeting of the Waters. The 
cleaned out the weed-choked mill- 
race, put the wheel into working 
order, installed a kiln for drying the 
ochre, a grinder for crushing it into 
fine-dust, and a sifter for taking out 
impurities. Production began about 
a week-ago, and in a short 
they hope to achieve an output of 
five tons a day, provided they can 
obtain additioual equipment. This 
would not nearly be enough to fill 
the orders which are pouring in, but 
they prefer to go cautiously, hoping 
to build up, on solid foundations, an 
industry which will outlast the pre- 
sent emergency.
